St. Louis, Mo., Oct, 4.—[Special.}—The 
American international congress of tuhber- 
culosis today adopted resolutions calling 
upon all ctvilized governments to appoint 
cummissioners of public health and to give 
them seate in the cabinets or governing 
bodies of their respective nations with a view 
to checking the spread of tuberculosis. : 


* Action by Nations Urged. 

The resodution in full ts &s follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the American 
international congress of tuberculosis that it is 
the imperative duty of all civilized governments 
to take immediate action for the arrest of the 
spread of this scourge. And, further, that it is 
the sense of this congress that every government 
should appoint a commissioner of public health, 
and that he be given a seat in the cabinet and have 
adequate authority and means to suppress tuber- 
culosis. 4 

Municipal Sanitariums Favored. 

Considerable discussion arose. over the 
question of establishing municipal sanita- 
riums; as an outgrowth of which the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted: ane 


Resolved, That it is the duty of government | 


authorities to promote the establishment and 
maintenance of municipal sanitariums in which 
tubercular patients may be isolated from, their 
relatives and the public, and where they may be 
placed under suitable conditions for the cure or 
arrest of the disease. 

Much difference of opinion existed among - 
the medical men present as to consumption 
bethg a communicable disease, and if was 
not until the pointed speech of F. E. Daniels 
of Austin, Tex., first vice president of the 
congress, that doubts practically were dis- 
pelled. He showed it to be the general opin- 
ion of the most learned specialists that tuber- 
culosis was an infectious disease. - 

Time to Act Has Come. 

Dr. Daniels insisted that the days for talk . 
were over and the day for action in this mat- 
‘ter had arrived. It is now up to the profes-, 
sion, he resumed, to force this awful dis- 
ease to the. place where investigations war- 
rant its being lodged, where it 
communicated to others. 


“ We know that its spread can be stopped,” | _ 


he wenton. “ The eradication of tuberculosis 
means a radical change in the home lives of 
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all, especially the poor. Public sentiment 
must be aroused. With 400 to 500 deaths a 
day from this disease in the United States, it 
is high time that the intelligent American 


stemming its progress.’’ 


Powers of State in Premises. 
The legal aspect of the question was pres- 
ented by Clark Bell of the Medico-Legal so- 
clety of New York City, who declared that 
the state had a right to tear a consumptive 
father from the bosom of his family and 
segregate him. In part his address was: 
“There can be no doubt of the right of 
the constitutional powers, by legal enact- 
ment, to adopt and pass such laws as will se- 
cure the life and health of its citizens in 
checking the spread of infectious disease. 
“If a man or his wife develops smallpox, : 
beyond all question the right of the state to 


enter the home and, ignoring the person- | 


al rights, take the father from the family 
and confine him cannot be questioned. It 
rests on the principle that the public welfare 
is higher and more sacred than the rights 
of the individual when the former is in peril,” 


Scientific Education Needed. 

Resolutions were aleo adopted declaring 
that systematic efforts should be made for 
the education of the public in relation to 
the curability of tuberculosis through the 
circulation of pamphlets, the holding of 
health conventions, and the organization of 
local and state societies for the suppression 
of the disease. .

Are Useless. 7 


Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 4.—[Special.]—In 
‘ defining his idea of democratic gentlemen to 
the freshman class at Harvard President 
Eliot gave by no means a gentle rap at the 

college sport.” 

“I heard it stated,” he said, “that the 
gentieman’s mark at Harvard is ‘C,’ the dif- 
ferent grades of scholarship being respective- 
ly A, B, C, D, and EB. A is excellence, E is 
failure. You can easily see where C be- 
longs.

h, during which he’ was repeatedly 
cheered. 
Demands Speedy Independence. | 

He referred to the utterances of President 
Schurman of Cornell university, who headed 
the first American commission to the -Phil- 
ippines and who favored independence. San- 
diko urged the prompt establishment of a 
Filipino assembly and demanded immediate 
independence. He criticised the civil com- 
mission as not being representative because 
the majority of its members were Americang. 

Judge Mapa of the insular Supreme court 
followed Sandiko. He coynseled modera- 
tion and said he favored independence in the 
indefinite fut when the masses- of -Fil- 
ipinos had been educated. es, 

Radical Views Expressed. 

The banqueters continued to be openly rad- 
ical.in their speeches and applauded the 
sentiment until Gov. Wright turned the tide. 
Amid prolonged cheering the governor made 
a speech in which he overwhelmed Sandiko 
by a simple.analysis of the present condi- 
tions in the islands. He deduced the fact 
that independence for the Filipinos was at 
present impracticable, as they did not have 
the necessary educatfon, money, experience, 
or ability to carry the principie into execu- 
tion. These severe but sensible statements 
crushed the agitation and good fellowship 
again prevailed. 


Gov, Wright Discusses Liberty. . 
Gov. Wright, in discussing independence, 
spoke in part as follows: 

“Some seem to think that independence 
will’ work miracles and bring about the mil- 
lennium. You make the claim, and I believe 
justly, that with opportunity and experience 
you are capable of better things. The aspira- 
tions of a people or an individual for better 
things ate praiseworthy if they are consist- 
ent, sensible, and reasonable in character. 

“The South American republics have 
demonstrated that these people have made a 
failure of self-government. It is the duty 
of the Untied States to take care of this 
country until its people develop a capacity 
to take care of themselves. | 

Benefits of American Rule. 

“How many centuries would ~eu remain 
here under Spanish rule before you would 
have enjoyed what you have under six years 
of American occupation? It seems to me that 
not academic, but real, practical questions, 
confront us. The wild man who goes naked 
is ihdependent, but I do not believe that he 
is a model for us.” ‘

HAVE MUCH IN COMMON. 


Sir William Rann Kennedy Guest 
of Bar Association at the 
Auditorium. 


Comparing the English and American judi- 
cial systems, Secretary of War Taft last 
night found much fo commend in the former. 
He spoke before the Chicago Bar associa- 
tion at its dinner given at the Auditorium 
hotel for Sir William Rann Kennedy, judge 
of the. king's bench of High Court of Eng- 


land. 

Secretary Taft began with humorous al- 
lusions to his having been engaged for the 
last few weeks in attempts “to save the 
country.”” He said he was credited with being 
the “‘ war lord,”’ and with doing anything but 
extending the constitution of the United 
States to its possessions. A further declara- 
tion, in the same vein, that in America boys 
were sometimes put on the bench in order to 
give them training, led him te a serious con- 

sderation of his subject. 

lish Way of Selection Best. 

| “The advantage the English have in the 
selfetion of their judges,"’ he said, “ is that 
the bar is small and the manmer of selection 
by the government its excellent. All the 
leading members of the profession are gath- 
ered in London, and every man’s rank and 
standing are accurately known to his asso- 
clates. 

“ Here, however, a man may have an ex- 
cellent reputation in one section and be un- 
known in others. Our attorneys are not la- 
beled and classified as the English barristers 
are. The fairness of the English government 
and people is shown in the race for the bench.

All Previous Records for Three 
Year Old Trotting Races 
| Are Smashed, 


FIVE HEATS NECESSARY. 


Three Miles Are Under 2:10, and 


These Are Stepped by the 
| Winner.

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 4.~(Special.}—All pre- 
Vious records for races contested by 8 year 
old trotters were everlastingly smashed in 


the Kentucky Futurity today when Grace 


Bond and Alta Axworthy hooked up for a 
duel of five heats, the average of the miles 
being 2:10% Three of these miles were bet- 
ter than 2:10, and those three fell to Grace 
Bond, which captured the big end of the 
$14,000 purse, the finish of the final mile, 
which was in 2:00%, being thrilling. | 
The race seemed won for Grace Bond after 
‘she had taken the first and second heats, ap- 
‘peared hopelessly lost to her when Alta Ax- 
worthy had taken the third and fourth, and 
waa then captured by the shrewd horseman- 


ehip of Billy Andrews, who drove the winner. 


A good start was effected for the first heat. 
Grace Bond dashed off in the lead, had the 
track, and led from wire to wire. Axworthy 
was third or fourth most of the journey, and 
@round the upper turn was in a hopeless 
pocket, Al Thomas took her out of this a 
sixteenth of a milé from home, but, although 
he finished an easy second, he saw that Grace 

Bond was going at her ease and did not 
qnake @ desperate drive. This mile was in 
2:00%, and all but the first and second horses 
were way back.

Bor the second mile Grace Bond outsprinted 
the others around the first turn, and not once 
was she headed.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


Foreigners appear not to know how to take 
our prices. Broomhall, in the Liverpool Corn | 
Trade News, views the American situation 
as follows: “It is perfectly obvious that the 
present range of prices in the United States 
is Only justifiable on the assumption that the 
crop is really a short one. Wheat at over 
$1.00 a bu im Chicago must be described as 
high, if the crop is large enough to supply 
America’s needs and leave anything over for 
exportation. During the last ten years the 
average price in Chicago has been 72\c for 
the last fifteen years 76c. The year of high- 


mr i est average price, 1891, was the year of one 


of the largest crops and exportable surpluses, 
and, on the other hand, the two years with 
the lowest price—1804 and 1805—were among 
the years of smallest exportable surpluses. 
We hardly know what inference to draw 
from this seeming paradox, except {t be 
assumed that America is not a dictator of 
prices to Europe, as many declare. At the 
rate of 42-3 bu for food and 1% bu per acre 
for seed, the requirements of the United 
States this season may be taken as follows: 
For food, 385,000,000 bu: seed for 50,000,000 
acres, 75,000,000 bu; total requirements, 460,- 
000,000 bu. There were in the states on July 
1 last bu; since when a new 
crop een rvested, aggregating. say, 
520,000,000 bu, and we have a total of 583, - 
000,000 bu for all purposes. It is evident 
America’s exportable surplus is small this
